BALTIMORE. Sept, IR eft - The 
first successful vaccine against a 
major common cold virus was re­ 
ported tonight. The Baltimore Sun 
said the vaccine was developed 
by Dr. Winston H. Price. Johns 
Hopkins University scientist. 
In a copyright story in tomor­ 
row's paper. Sun science writer 
Weldon Wallace reported the vac­ 
cine prevented colds caused by the 
JU virus in 80 per cent of 400 
persons inoculated in a series of 
controlled tests. 
The JH vims. isolated by Dr. 
Price in previous studies, caused 
35 per cent of the common colds 
I which came to his attention in in­ 
vestigations made over a two-year 
period. 
The vaccine was made from the 
I killed JH virus and produced no 
symptoms, discomfort or side ef- 
j feels whatsoever in persons who 
received it rn Dr. Price’s test, the 
paper said. 
Although an unknown number 
of viruses are responsible for colds 
and Dr, Price's vaccine can't he 
experted to work against all of 
them, the Sun called it "the first 
breakthrough in finding a preven­ 
tive for this ailment, one of man­ 
kind’s most vexing complaints.”

It is difficult to read a m an § m ind hut it is becom ­ 
ma: increasingly evident that K hrushchev em ployed the 
M iddle E ast as a diversion to m ake it easier for him 
to achieve his bloodies* purge within the Soviet world, 
in R ussia. H ungary, Poland and E a st G erm any. Within 
R ussia, his su ccess seem s to have been com plete. In 
H ungary he put down a revolt with a brutality rarely 
w itnessed and the surprising fact is that world resent- 
. m ent has not been as great as it should have been. 
In Poland, he w as not altogether su ccessfu l. The E ast 
G erm an situation rem ains liquid. His p eace with Tito 
is tenuous. 
M eanwhile, he has been able to rid him self of 
M olotov who opposed his Arabic policy, of M alenkov 
who opposed his a n tise m itism , of Shepilov who had 
changed his m ind about the 
M iddle 
E ast, 
and of 
K aganovitch, the last Jew in any position of power in 
R ussia. 
The M iddle E ast adventure includes prospects of 
a universal war. This K hrushchev has apparently been 
w illing to risk, but nobody can know for sure, on the 
assum ption that the fighting would begin as a local, 
lim ited w ar, first involving Syria and Egypt as part­ 
ner* against Jordan, then against Israel, and bringing 
in Turkey and Iraq before Soviet R ussia needs to be 
com m itted. 
H is doubtful w hether Soviet R ussia would 
regard it as n ecessary to act un less the U nited States 
•tepped in or Turkey actually took Syria. 


It Hi to be presum ed that K hrushchev would 
prefer this not to be tty* un iversal war. but be 
need* a rover for his activities in the Soviet world, 
which ander Stalin wa* form ing into a universal 
state, but is actually now seething on the periphery, 


Stalin had developed a bureaucracy of technicians, 
factory m an agers and such, w atched by his secret 
police, who carried through his program . K hrushchev 
found that in 1956, the real opposition to him cam e 
from the technocrats led by M alenkov and Kagano­ 
vitch, and they nearly got rid of him . 
K hrushchev is destroying the pow er of the techno­ 
crats, is elevatin g the party secreta ries, and by a pro­ 
cess of decentralization is breaking up the M oscow 
bureaucracy. U sing the war scare. K hrushchev is fol­ 
low ing the cla ssica l lines of the rise to pow er of a 
dictator. 
As long as British interest w as param ount in th e 
M iddle E ast. R ussia lim ited its a ctiv ities to propa­ 
ganda and infiltration. 
Two years ago. K hrushchev 
decided that B ritish influence w as gone and that it 
co^ild not be revived . 
Also, follow ing L eninist think­ 
ing. K hrushchev decided that in the com petition be­ 
tw een British and A m erican cap italism , it would be 
the U nited States 
that 
would even tually 
push the 
British out of the M iddle E ast, which m ore or less 
happened during the Suez crisis. 
E very people boasts that it descend s from the 
beginning of tim e and the apologists for each country 
find an historical basis for everlastin g existen ce. Arab 
nationalism , in its current m anifestations, is som e­ 
thing very new and different from anything in the 
previous history of this people. 
Soviet R ussia, how ­ 
ever, had no difficult task in stim ulating this national­ 
ism 
for 
its
